Bailout on the Brink 


Announced deal in flux after historie White House meeting 


WASHINGTON | Key members of Congress 
claimed agreement Thursday on an outline 
and crucial details of an urgent multibillion- 
dollar plan to stave off national economic 
disaster, but a historic White House meeting 
with President Bush, the two men fighting to 
replace him and other congressional leaders 
broke up with conflicts in plain view. 

After six days of intensive talks on the 
$700 billion package urgently requested by 
the Bush administration, with Wall Street tot- 
tering and the presidential election nearing, 
there was more confusion than clarity. 


A tentative accord in principle among 
influential Democratic and Republican law- 
makers was announced at midday, giving 
the Bush administration just a fraction of 
the money it wanted up front, with half the 
$700 billion total subject to a congressional 
veto, congressional aides said. 

But conservatives were still in revolt, 
balking at the astonishing price tag of the 
proposal and the heavy hand of govern- 
ment that it would place on private mar- 


kets. Sen. Richard Shelby of Alabama, the 
top Republican on the Senate Banking 
Committee, emerged from the White House 
meeting to say the announced agreement “is 
obviously no agreement.” 

Both of Congress’ Republican leaders. Rep. 
John Boehner and Sen. Mitch McConnell, 
also denied there was any deal. And the 
White House called the earlier announce- 
ment progress but also said it was review- 
ing the outline with more work needed to 
finalize a bill for Congress to rush into law.

McCain may skip 
presidential event if 
bank deal isn’t reached 

WASHINGTON I Uncertainty sur- 
rounded the first presidential 
debate between John McCain and 
Barack Obama on Friday as Con- 
gress continued to seek an agree- 
ment with the Bush administra- 
tion on a $700 billion bailout of 
the financial industry. 

McCain’s campaign has said the 
Republican wouldn’t participate in 
the debate unless there is a consen- 
sus. Obama still wants the face- 
off to go on, and 
the Democrat is 
slated to travel 
to the debate site 
in Mississippi on 
Friday. 

Senior McCa- 
in adviser Mark 
Salter did not 
rule out attending the debate, say- 
ing: “We’ve got to see.”

World’s Carbon Dioxide Output Rises 


CO2 emissions are 
exeeeding worst fears 
about climate change 

WASHINGTON I The world pumped 
up its pollution of the chief man- 
made global warming gas last year, 
setting a course that could push 
beyond leading scientists’ projected 
worst- case scenario, international 
researchers said Thursday. 

The new numbers were a sur- 
prise because scientists thought 
an economic downturn would slow 


energy use. Instead, carbon diox- 
ide output jumped 3 percent from 

2006 to 2007. 

That’s an amount that exceeds 
the most dire outlook for emissions 
from burning coal and oil and relat- 
ed activities as projected by a Nobel 
Prize-winning group of interna- 
tional scientists in 2007. 

Meanwhile, forests and oceans, 
which suck up carbon dioxide, are 
doing so at lower rates than in the 
20th century, scientists said. If those 
trends continue, it puts the world on 
track for the highest predicted rises 


in temperature and sea level. 

Large increases in China, India 
and other developing countries 
spurred the growth of carbon diox- 
ide pollution to a record high of 
9.34 billion tons of carbon. 

“Things are happening very, very 
fast,” said Corinne Le Quere, pro- 
fessor of environmental sciences 
at the University of East Anglia. 
“It’s scary.” 

What is “kind of scary” is that 
the worldwide emissions growth is 
beyond the highest growth in fossil 
fuel predicted just two years ago by 


the Intergovernmental Panel on Cli- 
mate Change, said Ben Santer, an 
atmospheric scientist at the Law- 
rence Livermore National Lab. 

Under the panel’s scenario, tem- 
peratures would increase by some- 
where between 4 and 11 degrees 
Fahrenheit by 2100. 

If this trend continues for the 
remainder of the century, “you’d 
have to be luckier than hell for it 
just to be bad, as opposed to cata- 
strophic,” said Stanford University 
climate scientist Stephen Schneider.

Palin Defends Credentials

Alaska governor says 
her state negotiates 
on trade with Russia 

NEW YORK I Republican vice pres- 
idential nominee Sarah Palin 
defended her remark that the close 
proximity of Russia to her home 
state of Alaska gives her foreign 
policy experience, explaining in 
a CBS interview airing Thursday 
that “we have trade missions back 
and forth.” 

Palin’s foreign policy experience 
came up when she gave her first 
major interview, on Sept. 11 to ABC 
News. When asked what insight she 
had gained from living so close to 
Russia, she said: “They’re our next- 
door neighbors and you can actually 
see Russia from land here in Alaska, 
from an island in Alaska.” 

In the interview with CBS News 
anchor Katie Couric, Palin said: “It’s 
funny that a comment like that was, 
kind of made to ... I don’t know, you 
know? Reporters ...” 

Couric said, “Mock?” 

“Yeah,” Palin said, “‘mocked,’ I 
guess that’s the word, yeah.” 

When Couric asked how Alas- 
ka’s closeness to Russia enhanced 


her foreign policy experience, Palin 
said, “Well, it certainly does because 
our ... our next-door neighbors are 
foreign countries.” Alaska shares a 
border with Canada. 

Palin didn’t answer directly when 
Couric inquired about whether she 
had been involved in any negotia- 
tions with the Russians. 

“We have trade missions back 
and forth,” she replied. As she con- 
tinued, Palin brought up Russian 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin. 


“It’s very important when you 
consider even national security 
issues with Russia as Putin rears his 
head and comes into the air space of 
the United States of America, where 

— where do they go? It’s Alaska. 
It’s just right over the border. It is 

— from Alaska that we send those 
out to make sure that an eye is being 
kept on this very powerful nation, 
Russia, because they are right there. 
They are right next to ... to our state,”

Nuclear Waste Piling Up Nationwide

Hospitals are storing 
radioactive trash with 
closure of S.C. landfill 

BARNWELL, S.C. I Tubes, capsules 
and pellets of used radioactive 
material are piling up in the base- 
ments and locked closets of hos- 
pitals and research installations 
around the country, stoking fears 
they could get lost or, worse, sto- 
len by terrorists and turned into 
dirty bombs. 

For years, truckloads of low-level 
nuclear waste from most of the U.S. 
were taken to a rural South Caroli- 
na landfill. There, items such as the 
rice-size radioactive seeds for treat- 
ing cancer and pencil-thin nuclear 
tubes used in industrial gauges were 
sealed in concrete and buried. 

But a South Carolina law that 


took effect July 1 ended nearly all 
disposal of radioactive material 
at the landfill, leaving 36 states 


with no place to throw out some 
of the stuff

in one place, it’s stored in thousands 
of places in urban locations all over 
the United States,” said Rick Jacobi, 
a nuclear waste consultant. 

State and federal authorities say 
the waste is being monitored, but 
they acknowledge that it is difficult 
to track and inspected as little as 
once every five years. 

In the past decade, 4,363 radio- 
active sources have been lost, sto- 
len or abandoned, according to a 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission 


report released in February. Though 
none of the material lost was rated 
“extremely dangerous,” more than 
half the radioactive items were 
never recovered, the NRC said. 

Since the Sept. 11 attacks, owners 
of dangerous amounts of radioac- 
tivity have been told by the govern- 
ment to take greater precautions, 
such as having 24 -hour surveil- 
lance, erecting barriers and fin- 
gerprinting employees, regardless 
of whether the devices are in use or 
stored as waste. 

Yet in 2003, the federal Gov- 
ernment Accountability Office 
reported there wasn’t even a record 
of how many radioactive sources 
existed nationwide. In June, the 
GAO concluded that while there 
has been progress, more must be 
done to track radioactive mate- 
rial to prevent it from falling into 
terrorists’ hands and ending up 
in a dirty bomb or one that uses 
conventional explosives to scatter 
radiation, seanna adcox (ap)

Pakistanis

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Pakistani sol- 
diers fired at American reconnais-

French president urges 
major financial reform 
in light of market crisis 

PARIS I French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy said Thursday the world 
came within “a whisker of catas- 
trophe” during the recent financial 
crisis and that those responsible for 
the crisis must be identified and 
held accountable. 

In his first major public address 
since the start of the crisis, Sarkozy 


also criticized “abuses and scan- 
dals” involving executive pay, and 
pledged to intervene to halt these 
practices unless executives come 
up with their own solution. 

“Self-regulation as away of solv- 
ing all problems is finished. Laissez- 
faire is finished. The all-powerful 
market that always knows best is 
finished,” Sarkozy said. 

“The world came within a whis- 
ker of catastrophe. We can’t run the 
risk of it happening again,” Sarkozy, 
a conservative, said in an address in

In a wide-ranging speech that 
touched on both the global economy 
and France’s domestic economy, the 
president said, “We must identify 
those responsible for this disaster, 
and they must be punished, at least

JIUQUAN, CHINA I China success- 
fully launched a three-man crew 
into space Thursday, including an 
astronaut who will make the coun- 
try’s first spacewalk. 

The Shenzhou 7 spacecraft, 
China’s third manned mission, 
blasted off atop a Long March 2F 
rocket under clear night skies in 
northwest China. The spacewalk 
is expected to take place on Friday 
or Saturday. 

Underscoring the mission’s 
weighty political overtones, Chi- 
nese President and Communist 
Party head Hu Jintao was shown 
live on state television hailing the 
astronauts at the launch site near 
the northwest town of Jiuquan.

The motherland and the people are 
looking forward to your triumphant 
return,” Hu told the three, who were 


behind glass to avoid germs. 

The launch was carried live 
on state television in a display of 
China’s growing confidence in the 
l6-year manned space program.

Some Banking CEOs Are Long Gone 



Executive pay limit in 
bailout bill won’t hurt 
execs who left banks 

NEW YORK I With a Wall Street bail- 
out looming that will almost cer- 
tainly limit CEO pay, some of the 
poster boys of the financial crisis 
have already fled the scene, tak- 
ing millions of dollars in severance 
packages with them. 

Stanley O’Neal walked away 
from Merrill Lynch with a pack- 
age now worth about $66 million. 
Less than a year later, the storied 
investment house was forced into a 
takeover by Bank of America. 

Ken Thompson was ousted 
from Wachovia in June with a 
“golden parachute” now worth 
more than $5 million, and Chuck 
Prince was forced out at Citigroup 
with a parting gift now valued at 
$16 million. 

They are among the best-known 
former CEOs in the American bank- 
ing industry — an industry that, 
after they left, was brought to its 


knees in a crisis that had lawmak- 
ers warning about the possibility 
of outright panic. 

“These guys took all this risk, 
and, ultimately, they won’t have 
to suffer the consequences of their 
decisions,” said Barry Ritholtz, who 
writes the popular financial blog the 
Big Picture and is CEO of research 


firm FusionIQ. 

Congress and the Bush adminis- 
tration were working Thursday on 
a bailout package, perhaps with an 
ultimate cost of $700 billion, that 
would have the government buy bad 
debt off the books of banks. 

Recognizing a public outcry, law- 
makers from both parties have been 


pushing to add curbs on executive 
pay to the bailout plan. 

Those limits could include

restrictions or even an outright ban 
on severance packages for current 
executives leading companies that 
go to the government for help. 

“At many of these companies, 
there are new CEOs and they didn’t 
cause the problems,” said Lynn 
Turner, former chief accountant at 
the U.S. Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

Meanwhile, the former CEOs 
who accepted fat severance pack- 
ages from the banks at the heart of 
the crisis are long gone, (ap)

D.C. Is Already 
Bored by Nats 

THE ARGUMENT AGAINST writing the 
column you are about to read is that 
no one cares about the Nationals, 
but that is precisely the point. 

After four years, baseball in 
Washington is an unqualified flop. 
Since Oriole Park at Camden Yards 
opened in 1992, no stadium has 
drawn fewer fans in its inaugural 
season than Nationals Park. For 
the record, 17 parks have debuted 
in that time span. 

Baseball’s magic formula says the 
last-place Nationals were averaging 
29,077 fans per game — the 20th 
best in the majors — as of Wednes- 
day. (Thursday was to be the home 
finale, weather permitting.) Anyone 
who’s actually been to a game or 
watched one on TV (we’ll get back 
to that subject) knows that far less 
than that fill the seats. 


Any report you hear about TV 
ratings shows greater disinterest 
than the previous bleak news. Just 
this month, only 6,000 people tuned 
into the Nationals game on the same 
day as the Redskins opener. More 
people probably watched C-SPAN. 

The Washington Post even 
reported that the radio audience 
is so small that the ratings aren’t 
statistically valid. 

A dreadful team is to blame for 
most of this, and the Tampa Bay 
Rays’ success offers hope that D.C. 
can one day drum up support for a 
winning team. 

Let’s be realistic, though. The 
Nationals are going to stink next 
year and probably the year after 
that. Attendance will only drop, 
and fewer people will bother search- 
ing for M ASN to watch the games 
on TV. 

It took 33 years to bring base- 
ball back to D.C. It took four to get 
bored by it.

In their 
only away game, they were beaten 
by Middle Tennessee State in argu- 
ably the worst loss of Friedgen’s ten- 
ure in front of 22,000 not-so-rabid 
fans in Murfreesboro, not more than 
70,000 orange-clad zealots. 

After the week 2 loss, the Terps 
responded by downing a ranked Cal- 
ifornia team and scoring 51 points 
in a win against Eastern Michigan.

Romo is the third most prolific 
passer in the NFL this season. 
He is averaging nearly 300 yards 


per game through the air and has 
thrown five touchdowns. Between 
Terrell Owens, Jason Witten and 
Marion Barber, he has plenty of 
weapons, and the third-year QB 
has shown that he doesn’t make 
too many mistakes. His offensive 
line is one of the best in the busi- 
ness, which allows Romo to sit back 
in the pocket and wait until his 
playmakers get open. The chance 
that the Redskins get pressure on 


Romo with just their front four 
is minimal. But Landry, who has 
half a sack so far this season, has a 
knack for blitzing from the safety 
spot. The Redskins have had him 
playing center field for most of the 
first three games, and he has four 
pass deflections to show for it, but 
don’t be surprised if they try to 
sneak him up through the offensive 
line a little bit as well to put some 
pressure on Romo. 


Kick returner Rock Cartwright 

Cartwright has not had a single carry 
or catch all season. Buton special 
teams, Cartwright has stood out, aver- 
aging 18.5 yards on two kickoff returns 
last game. Forthe season, he has 
10 returns for 258 yards, including a 
50-yarderWeek1 againstthe Giants. 
Cartwright hasn’t returned a kickfor 
atouchdown in two years, but his last 
one was in Dallas on Sept. 17, 2006, a 
100-yard return forthe Redskins only 
touchdown of the game. 


Cowboys RB Felix Jones 

He may be rookie, but Jones already 
has already shown he can be a 
game-changer for the Cowboys. He 
has 148 yards on just 18 carries, an 
average of 8.2yards per carry. He 
was alsothefirst Cowboy to score in 
theteam’s firstthree games, rush- 
ing for touchdowns twice and taking 
a 98-yard kickoff return to the house.

D.C. United Is Fading Fast 


Depleted team could 
miss playoffs for the 
first time since 2002 

UNITED I D.C. United will take a 
tired, wounded team and a season- 
high five-game winless streak into 
Dallas for Sunday afternoon’s MLS 
contest facing fading prospects for 
both its MLS Cup and Champions 
League ambitions. 

United (10-12-3) would fill the 
eighth and final playoff spot if the 
season ended today, but it has not 
won an MLS game in more than a 
month. It has not missed the post- 
season since 2002. 

Its continental hopes are even 
dimmer following Wednesday’s 2-0 
setback at Honduras’ Marathon that 
left D.C. 0-2-0 and last in its four- 
team, first round group. 

‘We’ve dug ourselves ahole,” coach 
Tom Soehn said in San Pedro Sula.

Soehn said missing Gallardo and 
Moreno “obviously it takes a lot away 
from our possession game, which 
we’ve been accustomed to playing.

With the healthy players logging 
so many minutes, Soehn will have 
to decide whether he wants to con- 
tinue to vie for a spot in the Cham- 
pions League quarterfinals or con- 
centrate only on the five remaining 
MLS games. Dallas (7-9-9) is out 
of the playoff hunt right now, but

Spike Lee makes an 
ambitious move with 
‘Miracle at St. Anna’ 

BO LD I In Spike Lee’s long and eclec- 
tic career, “Miracle at St. Anna” is 
easily his most technically ambi- 
tious film. After acclaimed char- 
acter dramas (“Malcolm X,” “Do 
the Right Thing”), some ill-fated 
comedies (“Bamboozled,” “She 


Hate Me”) and even a documen- 
tary or two (“4 Little Girls”), Lee 
takes on a big, old-fashioned war 
picture. It’s hard not to appreciate 
the fact that, after a quarter-century 
of making movies, he’s chosen this 
time to leap so boldly away from his 
comfort zone. 

But he might not have been 
ready for the enormity of such a 
project. “Miracle at St. Anna” is 
wildly unfocused in terms of tone 


and, at two hours and 40 minutes, 
it is unjustifiably long. Lee didn’t 
write the script — that’s the work 
of James McBride, who based the 
screenplay on his novel of the same 
name — but he didn’t rein in his 
writer, either, perhaps because he 
feels so strongly about the subject 
matter. 

“Miracle” tells of the men of the 
92nd Infantry Division, black troops 
who served in Italy during World 


War II and were known as Buffalo 
Soldiers. Lee has long been critical 
of films about World War II such 
as Clint Eastwood’s “Flags of Our 
Fathers” and “Letters From Iwo 
Jima” for depicting only the white 
U.S. soldiers who fought. This is 
his response — voluminous and 
full of unmistakable anger. That’s 
not the only emotion that emerges 
in loud bursts. In following four sol- 
diers trapped behind enemy lines in 
Tuscany (Derek Luke, Michael Ealy, 
Laz Alonso and Omar Benson Mill- 
er), Lee jumps from visceral battle 
scenes to intimate drama to light- 
hearted comedy. 

Regardless of the situation, 
though, he smothers everything, 
as usual, in the distractingly horn- 
heavy score of his longtime collabo- 
rator, composer and jazz trumpeter 
Terence Blanchard. Since this is one 
of his preferred tactics, Lee obvi- 
ously isn’t interested in hearing 
that he undermines himself with 
such bombast at every turn. 

His war violence (shot vividly 
by Matthew Libatique, also the 
cinematographer on Lee’s thrilling 
bank caper “Inside Man”) is bloody 
and gritty. He holds nothing back. 
But there’s clearly enough innate 
intensity there that he doesn’t need 
to amp it up through music. 

Similarly, the horns come in 
during quiet moments of dialogue 
between the men — needless cues 
when silence would have been fine. 
After all, his is a worthwhile story to 
tell — one that deserves our 
attention, christy lemire (ap) 


Keira, Darling, Love the Hair 


Brit star charms as 
Georgiana Spencer in 
the lavish ‘Duchess’ 

HISTORIC I The cinched corsets, the 
mountains of upswept hair, the 
richly textured, intricately detailed 
costumes. Sure, “The Duchess” 
is a lavish exercise in style over 
substance, but it’s a well-crafted, 
superbly acted one. 

Keira Knightley brings her 
usual bright energy and sly charm 


to the role of Georgiana Spencer, 
the Duchess of Devonshire, and 
she manages to find the subver- 
sive humor within the unassum- 
ing, artistically solid direction from 
Saul Dibb. Unsurprisingly, the star 
of “Pride & Prejudice” and “Atone- 
ment” seems perfectly comfortable 
in yet another period piece; this one 
begins in 1774 England, when Geor- 
giana was a 17-year-old bride. 

But the filmmakers — and the 
movie’s marketing machine — are 
obviously trying hard to make the

picture seem contemporary by push- 
ing the idea that Georgiana was the 
first “It Girl,” with her elaborate par- 
ties and influential fashion sense. 
It also doesn’t hurt their argument 
that she was an ancestor of Princess 
Diana, who similarly was trapped in 
a loveless royal marriage and found 
herself the topic of endless gossip. It’s 
a smart tactic: Considering our all- 
consuming obsession with celebrity, 
such a connection, unfortunately, 
doesn’t seem too tenuous.

An adaption of Chuck 
Palahniuk’s book lives 
up to its title: ‘Choke’ 

FORMULAICIAs disappointing book- 
to-film adaptations go, “Choke” isn’t 
quite as bad as “The Bonfire of the 
Vanities,” but it’s up there. 

The novel from “Fight Club” 
writer Chuck Palahniuk, about a 
sex addict who pretends he’s chok- 
ing in restaurants to make money 
to pay for his demented mom’s 
hospital care, wasn’t exactly great 
literature. But the characters felt 
vaguely real beneath the weirdness 
— or perhaps because of it — and 
the story had glimmers of poignan- 
cy at which writer-director Clark 
Gregg’s film hints only rarely. 

Sam Rockwell is certainly game 
for the material. As he’s shown in 
movies such as “Confessions of a 
Dangerous Mind,” he’s capable of 
playing characters who are twist- 
ed yet likable; there’s something 
dangerous about him but also sort 
of sweet. 


Here, his Victor Mancini feels 
like nothing more than a collec- 
tion of eccentricities. Then again, 
“Choke” is so rushed, he doesn’t 
have time to show us much more. 
He works as a historical re-enactor 
at a Colonial America theme park 
with his best friend, Denny (Brad 
William Henke), which seems like 
an excuse to dress Rockwell in puffy 
shirts and pointy hats. 

That Victor is a sex addict— who 


arranges wild trysts through his 
12-step meetings — feels like an 
attempt to be edgy, to shock us, 
rather than an integral part of the 
miserable misfit he has become. 

The breeziness that marked 
Palahniuk’s writing is largely gone; 
“Choke” the movie instead feels like 
a strong gust of wind. For a film 
about people behaving badly — a 
comedy, no less — this one falls 
oddly flat, christylemire (ap)

Supercomputers take 
an actor for a ride in 
the thriller ‘Eagle Eye’ 

DISTURBING I HAL goes mobile in 
“Eagle Eye,” a thriller about tech- 
nology taking over — and not in 
good ways, like making coffee for 
you before you even realize you 
want it. 

No, this supercomputer has a 
political agenda, which, theoreti- 
cally, might seem timely with the 
presidential election approaching. 
Instead, this half-baked indictment 
of the Patriot Act and the war on 
terror feels a few years too late — 
maybe because that’s when exec- 
utive producer Steven Spielberg 
came up with the nugget of an idea 
that became “Eagle Eye.”

CHEESE I The only reason to see

Paul, 
divorced long ago, hopes to meet 
face to face with the widower of a 
woman who died in a freak acci- 
dent on his operating table. And 
did I mention there’s a hurricane 
on the horizon? 

Director George C. Wolfe and 
screenwriters Ann Peacock and 
John Romano adjust the materi- 
al for their stars but streak it with 
their own brand of fake wisdom and 
treacle. Adrienne is now an artist 
who gave up her ambitions when 
she became a wife and mother. Paul 
is a professional’s professional, and 
that’s his flaw; he staked his identity 
on being the best doctor he could 
be rather than a decent husband 
or father. After taking care of this 
troublesome past business, he aims 
to reconnect with his idealistic doc- 
tor son (James Franco) and join him 
as a missionary medic. 

It’s very neat, and I don’t mean 
that as a compliment.

FROZEN RIVER (R, 97 MINUTES) As 
Ray Eddy, a single mother of two living 
in atrailer in upstate New York, Melissa 
Leo delivers a tough, utterly mesmer- 
izing performance as a woman whose 
desperation to do right by her kids sends 
her on a journey all the more astonish- 
ing for being so believable. Abandoned 
by her husband, a compulsive gambler, 
and ignored fora promotion at the dol- 
lar store where she works, Ray crosses 
pathswith Lila(Misty Upham), who lives 
on the nearby Mohawk reservation. To 
earn quick money, Lila persuades Ray to 
drive illegal immigrants across a frozen

Thedeal: Frank will 
call off the rest of the otherworldly sup- 
plicants if Pincus successfully stops 
Frank’s widow, Gwen (Tea Leoni), from 
remarrying. Often resembling a “Sixth 
Sense’’ with humor, Pincus embarks on 
ajourneyof self-discovery, with Gervais 
channeling the same clueless self-ab- 
sorption that made his BBC shows “The 
Office’’ and “Extras” such hits. But the 
best part of the movie is watching Gervais 
and Leoni delight in each other in scenes 
that burst with spontaneity and genuine 


warmth, (ah) 

A GIRL CUT IN TWO (Unrated, 115 min- 
utes) As TV weatherperson Gabrielle 
Deneige, Ludivine Sagnier is coy to the 
point of implosion and sexual to the point 
of explosion. Shecatchestheeye of both 
the older author Charles Saint-Denis 
(Frangois Berleand) and the unstable 
Paul Gaudens (Benoit Magimel). But 
Charles has his own peculiarities. Some 
are sexual. Others include his ability to 
philander while he maintains his devot- 
ed relationship with his gorgeous wife. 
Dona (Valeria Cavalli), and his platon- 
ic relationship with the spectacular 
Capucine (Mathilda May). Capucine is 
epic; Dona is womanly and dauntingly 


intellectual. Gabrielle, by contrast, is a 
girlish sexpot, a suckerforthe intimidat- 
ing mind and experience of Charles, who 
clearly finds it easier to indulge his ego 
in the warm bath of youth than to rise to 
thechallenge posed bya woman who is 
his equal. For all its charisma, the film 
lacks a certain depth, (ja) 

HAMLET 2 (R, 92 minutes) This dazzling 
little comedy seems, atfirst glance, to be 
having a lot of fun with the stockfigures of 
the high school musical and inspiration- 
al teacherflicks. But Noah Sapperstein, 
a diminutive, ninth-grade drama crit- 
ic played by Shea Pepe, quotes French 
literary critic Roland Barthes and all but 
begs you to take the film seriously as 


social commentary. Sapperstein’s dev- 
astating reviews target Dana Marschz 
(Steve Coogan), a hapless man-child 
and talentless actor spinning out the tail 
end of his high school drama fantasies 
into incipient middleage. (pk) 

HOUSE BUNNY (PG-13, 98 minutes) Anna 
Paris plays Shelley, who has justaged out 
of her right to residency at the Playboy 
Mansion. She’s27(“59in Bunnyyears!”). 
And she will never realize her lifelong 
dream — to be a centerfold. So, poor 
Shelley is homeless — until she recog- 
nizes hertribe, wandering into another 
mansion. But she can’t become a shal- 
low, dizzy sorority girl without enroll- 
ing. She can, however, become house 
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mother to the Zekes, the lowliest soror- 
ity on campus. This film from the Adam 
Sandler fun factory starts with a series of 
obnoxious, dated stereotypes and never 
quiteflipsthem into something positive.

IGOR (PG, 86 minutes) Attempting to do 
with horror stereotypes and cliches what

A New York exhibit 
pays tribute to classic 
kids’ book hero Babar 

Once upon a time, a woman who 
belonged to an illustrious French 
publishing family was trying to get 
her two young sons to go to sleep. 

Perhaps sensing the fascination 
children have with very large ani- 
mals, she told them about a baby 
elephant who had lived an idyl- 
lic life in the jungle, adored by his 
mother, until one day, she was shot 
by a hunter. 

Overcome with grief, the 
orphaned elephant ran away to a 
city (which bore an uncanny resem- 
blance to Paris), and there he met 
a woman who showered him with 
gifts, including a suit “of a becom- 
ing shade of green.” 

So began the adventures of 
Babar, the beloved protagonist of 
nearly four dozen children’s books 
and now the subject of a small, 
charming exhibit at New York’s 
Morgan Library & Museum that 
runs until Jan. 4. 

It turns out that the woman who 
told that bedtime story, Cecile de 
Brunhoff, was married to a paint- 
er whose family consisted of well- 
connected publishers. Her husband, 
Jean de Brunhoff, transformed the 
bare-bones tale his wife told their 
sons into one of the best-loved chil- 
dren’s books of all time, “The Story 
of Babar, the Little Elephant.” 

Jean de Brunhoff wrote six more 
Babar stories after the first one was 
published in 1931 before dying at 
age 37 of spinal tuberculosis. Sev- 
eral years after his death in 1937, 
the family franchise was taken over 
by the de Brunhoff’s eldest son, 
Laurent, who had listened to the 
bedtime story for the first time as 
a child of 5. 

Now 83 and living in New York, 
Laurent de Brunhoff, also a painter.

In 2004, the Morgan Library, 
which is known for its collection 
of rare books and manuscripts, 
acquired nearly all the working 
drafts for Jean de Brunhoff s first 
book and drawings for the first 
book written by his son, “Babar’s 
Cousin: That Rascal Arthur,” pub- 
lished in 1946. 

One gallery is devoted to the 
father’s work and another to the son’s. 
In each of the rooms, pages from the

NASA Anniversary 

WAYNE HALE, deputy associate 
administrator for strategic partner- 
ships at NASA, and Washington Post 
staff writer Marc Kaufman were online 
to discuss thefuture of NASA, as the 
U.S. space agency celebrates its 50th 
anniversary. 

Is not the future of NASA in 
unmanned space exploration? 
Unless we can figure out how to 
transport humans near or fast- 
er than the speed of light, that’s 
the only way to explore beyond our 
solar system. 

Those are somewhat unrelated. 
Even robotic exploration of plan- 
ets beyond our solar system are 
impractical when our propulsion 
systems only get us to a fraction of 


light speed. The real future for the 
next few generations is to explore 
and populate our solar system. That 
is plenty to keep us busy. 

Isn’t NASA’s plan of having four 
people at a time on the moon 
insufficient to start lunar industri- 
alization and so will lead nowhere, 
just like Apollo? 

Of course, if we are permanently 
limited to only four people at a 
time, that would put severe con- 
straints on what we could accom- 
plish. However, the Constellation 
plan is based on an outpost con- 
cept. Over time, these outposts 
will grow. This will be a bootstrap 
operation and, over time, will lead 
to a bigger cadre and encourage 
private industry to come on board. 
Exactly where the tipping point 
will be to become self-sufficient 
— or at least a net exporter — will 
become clearer as we go. 


I am 33 years old. Assuming I’ve got 
another 50 years left, what is the 
likelihood that I will see a human set 
foot on Mars in my lifetime? 

I’m 54 years old, and I am confident 

I will live to see a human set foot on 
Mars. The only question is which 
nation will send him/her! 

What effect will the current finan- 
cial crisis and proposed bailout have 
on the NASA budget? 

We certainly don’t know the answer 
yet to this question, but I have to 
assume the impact could well be 
great. In addition, if we enter a deep 
recession, tax revenue will decline, 
already huge budget deficits will 
grow, and the needs of out-of-work 
people will be enormous.

Describe your decorating style.

Can you 
suggest some strategies and some 
dishes that can feed that many 
people and will be OK sitting on a 
table for several hours, since peo- 
ple will be coming and going at dif- 
ferent times? I’m thinking chili (two 
versions, one veggie and one with 
meat) but something more inter- 
esting would be great! I’m starting 
to freak out. 

I agree with you that cooking for 


50 is no easy feat (and I cook for 
large numbers every day). As we’re 
starting to transition from outdoor 
grill weather to the indoor cook- 
ing season (roasting and stew- 
ing), your instincts on a large pot 
of chili sound good (set some 
corn bread on the side and 
garnishes for the chili, 
and you’ve got a heck 
of a party). 

If you’re worried 
about the chili over- 
whelming some of those 
young palettes, you could 
always tone things down with a 
farmers market vegetable stew. 
Think potatoes, green beans, toma- 
toes and corn (all of which are still 
good right now, though their season 
is waning) and add some fresh rose- 
mary, garlic and Parmesan to serve 
as an aromatic base. A warm pasta 
or potato salad (tossed with any of 
those same vegetables above) would 
also do just fine held at room tem- 
perature for an hour or two. 

If you do want to serve meat, a 
large roast can sit out for at least an 
hour without any concerns. I like 
stuffing a boneless turkey breast or 
pork roast with sauteed spinach, 
Parmesan, sun-dried tomatoes and 
bread crumbs and roasting. Let cool 
for 15 minutes, then thinly slice 
and let guests grab a slice or two 
and pair with a vegetable side and 


some sliced fresh baguette. Dessert, 
of course, is going to be a lot easier 
since pies, cakes and cookies hold 
up just fine. 

Can you guys remind me how to esti- 
mate appetizer sizes for a crowd? 
We’re having a party of 30 people 
or so and have promised heavy hors 
d’oeuvres along with birthday cake 
and ice cream. I want to do probably 
three hot appetizers and three cold. 
Some crostini, maybe prosciutto 
with melon, bacon-wrapped dates 
and crab dip. Just need to figure out 
my quantities to be plentiful but not 
outrageously over the top. 

I’m delving deep into my memory on 
this one. But I think what I remem- 
ber learning in cooking school is 
that it’s not only about the num- 
ber of people but the length of the 
party. So about four or five canapes 
per hour multiplied by the number 
of people. (Though you can prob- 
ably assume they will eat less as the 
party goes on.) 

So, if it’s a two-hour party 
(before cake), you need about 150 
hors d’oeuvres or 25 of each you 
are making.

CUSTOMIZE: For fabrics and wall 
decor, parents now have choices that 
go beyond cheery ducks, cuddly teddy 
bears or dainty ballerinas. ‘‘We do a lot 
of custom fabrics,” says Evans. ‘‘Take 
what’s already in the room and get

parents like them have found lots 
of benefits to living in condos with 
their kids. Potential drawbacks such 
as a lack of storage space and com- 
munal walls tend to be outweighed 
by the low-maintenance lifestyle 
that comes with condo living, which 
clears up more time for swimming, 
soccer and other child’s play. 

“Times have certainly changed,” 
says Dale E. Mattison of the Chevy 
Chase-based real estate firm the 
Mattison Group.

be enough to make any mom or dad 
have a temper tantrum. But clever 
thinking and smart storage solu- 
tions can help bring order to all of 
the chaos. 

“My mom says it’s like we live in 
a submarine, because everything 
has to have a place or else we don’t 
keep it,” says Charlotte Dugan, 37, 
who lives in a two -bedroom condo 
at the Old Town Greens complex 
in Alexandria with her husband, 
Darryl, 41; daughter, Casey, 5; and 
son. Cole, 2. 

At the Dugan household, DVDs 
are removed from their packages 
and placed in thinner cases so 
they take up less space. Mark- 
ers are stored in one large plastic 
bag. Even the adults do their part 
to cut down on clutter. “We have a 
rule: no knickknacks,” says Dugan. 
“And all of our pictures have to 
hang on the wall — no frames on 
the tables.” 


Items that do double or triple 
duty also help maximize the func- 
tionality of smaller spaces. Take 
the Sleep! crib by Stokke ($1,000, 
Stokkeusa.com), for example. It 
starts out small, as a mini-bassi- 
net, and then grows with the baby 
into a crib and bed. The Studio crib 
by Nurseryworks ($2,100, Nurs- 
ery works. net) is a crib -changing 
table combo that later morphs into 
a toddler bed and desk. “It’s a piece 
that functions well in small spaces,” 
says Traci Fleming, the company’s 
co-founder. “You don’t need a sepa- 
rate changing table, and later, you 
don’t have an unused changing 
table. It actually has a function.” 

It turns out that baby-proofing 
a condo with a traditional floor 
plan — like in the Dugan, Dean, 
and Kaiman residences — isn’t 
very different from baby-proofing 
a single-family house. With distinct 
separations between rooms, it’s easy 
to put up baby gates that keep the 
little ones out of certain areas.

loft-style condos, though, which 
are popping up all over the D.C. 
area. “If you’re living in a really 
open space, it makes it a lot more 
challenging to gate off areas,” says 
Kimberly Shore Levin, owner of 
Nursery Know-It-All, a D.C.-ar- 
ea baby concierge and consulting 


service. “That’s where people need 
to be creative.” In those cases, she 
suggests installing freestanding 
indoor play yards, which help cor- 
ral the kiddos and keep them away 
from off-limits areas. 

A lot of the region’s new loft- 
style condos feature very sleek and 
modern interiors, and until fairly 
recently, folks who were fans of 
this design aesthetic didn’t have 
many choices when it came to baby 
gear. Options were often limited to 
bright primary colors or soft pastels 
and tended to be emblazoned with 
things like farm animals or jungle 
creatures. Once you reproduced, it 
seemed, your decor had to scream: 
“There’s a baby in the house!”

“I think that there was this 
mind-set that the nursery needed 
to be decorated and designed differ- 
ently than other rooms in the house 
because it was for a sweet baby,” says 
Fleming. “Unfortunately, parents 
didn’t have any choices.” 

But these days, there are a slew 
of products that are safe and com- 
fortable for babies, yet modern 
and chic enough for even the most 
style-conscious parents. “We didn’t 
have to sacrifice on the design aes- 
thetic [of our condo], even when all 
the baby stuff came in,” says Giles 
Beeker, 48, who lives in a two-bed- 
room unit at the Ventana building in 
Penn Quarter with his wife, Kerri, 
30, and their 1-year-old son, Cam- 
eron, whose room is done up in a 
vintage train theme. 

Companies such as Nursery- 
works, Stokke, Oeuf and Netto 
Collection make cribs, changing

Rules That 
Hit Home 


Condo bylaws can 
help guard owners’ 
investments — or 
cause frustration 

When new condo owners Ranjan 
and Nalini Kapadia took up resi- 
dence in their Del Ray condo, they 
remained unaware of one snag in 
the independence of condo liv- 
ing: the bylaws — also known as 
“condo rules.” 

To celebrate their freedom from 
the tyranny of lawns to mow and 
homes to maintain, the new owners 
threw a condo -warming party. In 
return, they received a letter from 
their condo association issuing them 
a $250 fine. Their crimes? Excessive 
noise ($25), noncompliant decora- 


tions ($25), smoking in restricted 
areas ($25), having glass in the pool 
area ($100) and violating the visi- 
tor parking policy ($75). 

“It was not a nice way to say, 
‘Welcome to the neighborhood,’” 
says Nalini Kapadia, a 65-year-old 
retired doctor. “We are not some 
young kids [who’ve] come to trash 
the place.” But Kapadia admits that 
she and her husband, Ranjan, 69, a 
retired physician, had not consid- 
ered the restrictions of condo life 
when downsizing from a single- 
family home. 

“We hadn’t done our homework 
and hadn’t asked about condomini- 
um rules,” she says. “Our real estate 
agent should have given us a copy 
[of the condo documents] prior to 
closing, but she didn’t.”

Is the Kapadias’ experience typi- 
cal? Unfortunately, yes, says Gina 
Angstrom, an independent real 
estate agent based in Washington, 
D.C. New condo owners often don’t 
realize that they’re signing on to 
potentially restrictive rules when 
they close. “Sometimes, they don’t 
know until I give them the docu- 
ments and tell them to look them 
over, in case they have questions,” 
she says. 

Condo rules in the D.C. area can 
vary from crazy to practical, but

you can navigate them by being 
well-informed of your rights and 
responsibilities — and standing up 
for yourself, if necessary. 

In Angstrom’s experience, few 
prospective owners have been 
deterred by the rules they find, 
since many of them are “about basic 
courtesies that neighbors living in 
close quarters should offer each 
other,” she says. After all, condo 
rules are designed to protect own- 
ers — not to limit the number of 
parties you can throw or the music 
you can play. 

Of course, some bylaws are less 
than welcome. Condo rules might 
require owners to hold certain 
thresholds of condo insurance, pro- 
tecting everything inside the walls, 
including personal belongings. Gen- 
erally, they’re meant to preserve 
real estate values for all owners. 
But not all rules are governed by 
such logic. “Some rules are about 
maintaining the aesthetic dimen- 
sion that’s part of the concept of the 
building,” Angstrom says. 

Jonathan Adler of Bethesda 
encountered conflict with his condo 
association when his design pref- 
erences clashed with the overall 
scheme of his building. Adler, 32, 
placed two white plastic chairs on 
his patio and was issued a $25 fine 
for each day he refused to remove

the pieces. “The building’s ethos is 
sophisticated and ultra-modern,” 
Adler, a lawyer, says. “Plastic chairs 
from CVS don’t exactly fit.” 

In fact, Adler’s condo associa- 
tion’s rules specify that synthetic 
materials may not be displayed on 
patios or balconies, even though 
the spaces belong to the owners. 
“I asked if this was some sort of 
fire hazard,” Adler adds. “But the 
president of the board told me that 
my chairs were tacky and invoked 
the ‘No Synthetics’ bylaw to force 
me to remove them. So, if I want to 
buy new outdoor furniture, I have 
to make sure it isn’t ‘synthetic.’ But 
what isn’t synthetic these days?” 

Adler removed the chairs, but 
he was not too happy about it. “I 
[had] just bought a new condo,” 
he says. “I am not ready to splash 
out on non-tacky, non-synthetic 
outdoor furniture — or ask for the 
board’s approval before I purchase 


PROPERTY POINTERS 


Stay Fine-Free 

Worried that your dream condo will come complete with a nightmare set of 
bylaws? It’s easier than you might think to avoid fines from your condo asso- 
ciation the next time you throw a fancy fete or put out the plastic patio furni- 
ture your mother-in-law gave you. 

READ UP: Be sure to carefully read the condo documents before sign- 
ing on the dotted line, says Washington, D.C.-based real estate lawyer Laura 
Jones. “It’s neveragood ideatoassumethatyou will be fine with allthe rules 
— and you never know whatyou’re going to find or what might botheryou,’’ 
Jones says. “You might learn that you could have any pets exceptfish. Or 
that anyone can come lie down on your patio because it’s a common element. 
You’ll never know until you see what’s prohibited.’’ 

REACH OUT: Jones suggests that owners with any concerns about the 
constitutionality or legality about condo bylaws contact a real estate lawyer. 

AND IF YOU CANT BEAT ‘EM ...: But what if you’ve only recently realized 
your condo association has a ridiculous rule about wall hangings? There’s still 
hope, Jones says. Hertip: “Generally, condominium association board terms 
areonly ayear. Try and getonthe board orattend board meetings and draw 
attentionto yourconcerns. And ifthis year’s board isn’t biting, try again next 
year.’’RoopiKA risam 


it. I just sit on the ground.” 

Although Adler’s frustration is 
palpable, D.C.-based real estate 
lawyer Laura Jones confirms that 
condos are well within their rights 
to enforce such rules. 

“Condo rules can’t violate indi- 
viduals’ civil liberties, the Fair 
Housing Act, the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, the Equal Credit 
Opportunity Act or state and local 
laws,” Jones says. (The Fair Hous- 
ing Act prohibits discrimination in 
the sale or rental of housing based 
on race, religion, sex, disability, 
familial status or national origin. 
The Americans with Disabilities 
Act mandates proper accommo- 
dations for people with disabili- 
ties. The Equal Credit Opportu- 
nity Act bans discrimination on 
credit applications based on the 
same categories as the Fair Hous- 
ing Act.) 

Jones notes that although it is 






unlikely that condo developers or 
boards will attempt to circumvent 
the Fair Housing Act, there have 
been some notable cases in which 
the laws have appeared murky. This 
includes the now-infamous case of 
Henry E. Ingram Jr., who sold his 
New River, S.C., plantation to devel- 
opers in 1998 but included several 
restrictive covenants for the prop- 
erty that was burned by Gen. Wil- 
liam Tecumseh Sherman’s troops 
during the Civil War. Among them: 
The condos cannot be sold to peo- 
ple with the last name Sherman, 
anyone whose last names contain 
letters that might be rearranged to 
spell Sherman, or Yankees (in his 
definition, anyone who has lived 
north of the Mason-Dixon line for 
a year or was born north of it). Yan- 
kees might purchase condos, how- 
ever, by taking a loyalty oath to the 
South and whistling “Dixie.” 

Despite these extreme restric- 
tions, Ingram can make his 
demands legally. According to 
Jones, “‘Yankee’ isn’t a protected 
category — geography is not pro- 
tected by the Fair Housing Act.” 
Fortunately, stories like Ingram’s 
are rare, Jones says. 

As Lindsay Major Ringgold 
can attest, however, condo rules 
can cause owners emotional dis- 
tress. Ringgold, 29, an analyst for 
Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, 
received a letter from her condo 
association at Rockburn Commons 
HI in Elkridge, Md., on Aug. 11, 
2008, requesting that she remove 
the American flag mounted on the 
support beams outside her condo 
unit. Ringgold has displayed the flag 
since August 2006, when she and 
her husband put up the flag togeth- 
er, before her husband deployed to 
Iraq with the Army. 

Despite its now- controversial 
status at her condo, Ringgold’s flag 
is of great comfort to her. “[My hus- 
band] has been gone for about six 
months, and it’s our first deploy- 
ment. ... When I return home from 
work, . . . when I sit out on my patio, 
... it is nice to be able to look at the 
flag, because it makes me think of 
my husband and everyone in Iraq 
and Afghanistan fighting. It’s a part 
of our home now,” she says. 

When Ringgold and her hus- 
band were purchasing their condo, 
they received and read a copy of the 
bylaws, but Ringgold says that they 
were “not written in plain English, 
and there were so many of them.”

Because none of her neighbors 
had complained about Ringgold’s 
flag, she was frustrated with the let- 
ter demanding that she remove it. 

“With them knowing my hus- 
band is in Iraq — I go to every 
condo meeting, paid my fees a year 
ahead of time — they could have 
approached this in a better way,” 
Ringgold says. 

Ringgold says she is willing to 
work with the board to address 
their concerns that her flag poses 
a threat to the structural integrity 
of the building. 

Since the letter, Ringgold has 
responded to the condo association’s 
request with a letter that cited the 
Freedom to Display the American 
Flag Act, which guarantees that 
condominium associations may 
not restrict owners from display- 
ing the United States flag on resi- 
dential property. 

She also recently received a 
note of support from an engineer 
who had heard about her story; he 
offered to install brackets so the 
flag would not be nailed directly 
into the post, and she took him up 
on it. Now, Ringgold’s flag is com- 
pliant with the condo rules. But 
Ringgold and her husband, James, 
are still upset that she was asked to 
take it down. 

“It’s a symbol of America, and it 
shows patriotism,” Ringgold says. 
“It’s just like the apple pie.” 

Despite Ringgold’s not-so-pos- 
itive experience, plenty of condo 
owners are satisfied with the 
rules of their residences — espe- 


cially those who took the time to 
read them carefully before closing. 
Navdeep Kathuria, 31, of Arling- 
ton is one such example. She says 
she adores her condo despite the 
minor inconvenience of its rules. 
Kathuria, who works for a soft- 
ware company and runs ABCD- 
lady.com, an online magazine for 
South Asian women, lives in her 
first condo, although she had pur- 
chased a townhouse prior to the 
condo. Before closing on the unit, 
Kathuria received a copy of the 
condo documents, and she read 
them carefully. 

“The condo that I had previous- 
ly rented ... had some rules that I 
thought were too strict,” Kathuria 
says. “So, I wanted to make sure I 
knew what I was in for.” 

Despite her attention to the 
rules, Kathuria found herself in vio- 
lation of them when she recently was 
asked to remove the mat in front of 
her door. “We’re not supposed have 
anything outside of our property,” 
she says. “I was a little annoyed by 
that, since I like to wipe my shoes 
on that before coming in. But it 
wasn’t that big of a deal.” 

In general, Kathuria finds her- 
self satisfied with her condo asso- 
ciation. “They leave you alone just 
enough but come down on you for 
the important things,” she says. 
“There are certain pluses about liv- 
ing in a condo that I love: having 
a trash chute, not having to worry 
about a lawn and having a gym just 
downstairs.

A new building law 
means affordable 
housing in the city 
will be eco-friendly 

Green living in Washington often 
conjures up images of designer 
organic- clothing clad profession- 
als who shop for locally grown 
produce at Whole Foods, feast on 
overpriced sustainable seafood 
at Hook and live in sleek luxu- 
ry condos complete with solar- 
panel roofing. But Washington 
is trying to show that the green 
lifestyle isn’t just for rich folks 
anymore. Starting next month, 
almost all new affordable hous- 
ing developments will have to 
be constructed according to 
eco-friendly standards that meet 
requirements set by the Green 
Building Act of 2006. 

“Making this a requirement has 
helped the District become a leader 
in the green building movement,” 
says Tina McDaniel, spokeswoman 
for the affordable housing nonprofit 
Enterprise Community Partners. 
The Green Building Act requires 
developers to bring both residen- 


tial and commercial buildings up 
to a newer, greener code. Residen- 
tial buildings must meet standards 
set by the Green Communities cer- 
tification system, and commercial 
buildings will need to meet LEED 
(Leadership in Energy and Envi- 
ronmental Design) standards.

It’s a source of both good and bad 
news for low-income communities. 
Implementing sustainable building 
practices by increasing durability, 
improving insulation and installing 
energy-efficient appliances drasti- 
cally cuts down on long-term costs. 
It often lowers residents’ gas, elec- 
tric and water bills — not to men- 
tion it contributes to the health of 
the planet. But those innovations

can also raise initial construction 
costs. Fortunately (for now, at least), 
local housing nonprofits are picking 
up the tab for the “greening” of the 
city’s newest affordable homes. 

This support is making it pos- 
sible for low-income Washingto- 
nians to enjoy the state-of-the-art 
features that come with cutting- 
edge green design. 

In Southeast D.C., the new green 
housing development Wheeler Ter- 
race (1217 Valley Avenue SE) seeks 
to revitalize a neighborhood that’s 
been characterized over the years 
as a hot spot for crime. The Com- 
munity Preservation and Develop- 
ment Corporation is redeveloping 
the property as a garden-apartment 
community. Wheeler Terrace will 
feature a green roof, high-efficien- 
cy white roofs, a geothermal heat 
pump, underground sand filters to 
recycle storm water. Energy Star 
kitchen appliances, a community 
urban garden and a gardening edu- 
cation program, among other ame- 
nities. Construction is slated to be 
completed by next summer. 

Thanks to grants from local non- 
profits, Wheeler Terrace will be the 
first affordable residential project 
to become LEED -certified and will 
be awarded the LEED Gold rating 
for its many eco-friendly features. 

Wheeler Terrace is a great exam- 


ple of how quickly the green build- 
ing movement is taking off. Just 
last year, D.C. saw its first afford- 
able housing project go green. In 
a transformation that made local 
history, Anacostia’s Galen Terrace 
(1649 O St. SE), went from broken- 
down Section 8 apartments to newly 
renovated, sustainable units. 

Juliette Moore has been living

in Galen Terrace with her family 
for about 14 years. The 40-some- 
thing homemaker says the one 
thing she’s noticed since her apart- 
ment was renovated is a reduction 
in her electric bill. “There’s been 
a great difference,” she said. “We 
ain’t gotta pay as much now.” It 
also seems that her monthly bill 
fluctuates a lot more than it used 
to — probably because eco-friend- 
ly lights and thermostats adapt 
to use. “It’s different prices [each 
month], based on what you use in 
your house,” she said. 

This summer, another affordable 
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green development was unveiled 
by developer Manna Inc. in Mount 
Pleasant: the four-story Antonatl 
condo complex (3125 Mt. Pleas- 
ant St., NW). Antonatl’s name — 
taken from a Salvadoran prince 
and hero who defeated Spanish 
conquistadors — has significance 
not only because Manna expects 
the majority of residents to be Sal- 
vadoran, but also because the non- 
profit developer hopes the building 
will serve as a “beachhead against 
displacement.” 

Constructing Antonatl as a 
green condo complex — with fea- 
tures such as improved insulation, 
high- efficiency furnaces and low- 
flow toilets — would have been 
a pricey endeavor if it weren’t for 
grants from affordable housing 
nonprofits, says Bob Lynch, the 
director of construction and design 
for Manna. Increased construction

costs mean higher up-front costs 
for the home -buyer. Since Lynch 
works exclusively with first-time 
home-buyers earning low to mod- 
erate incomes, the initial cost is a 
serious concern. 

“Of course [prospective home- 
owners], can get paid back on the 
back end,” he said, referring to 
reduced long-term costs of living. 
“But, if they don’t have the money 
on the front end, what do they do? 
Then they can’t buy a house.” 

Fortunately, with more and 
more developers being forced to go 
green, construction costs are likely 
to drop, says David Bowers, director 
of Enterprise Community Partners’ 
D.C. office. “There will be a market 
transformation that’s going to hap- 
pen pretty quickly here because of 
the [Green Building Act],” he said. 
“So, the up-front incremental costs 
should go away pretty quickly.” 

That transformation, says Bow- 
ers, means only good things for the 
city. “There’s going to be a re-defi- 
nition of what it means to build in 
this city,” he said. “In commercial 
building and residential building, 
green is becoming standard rather
